“A sabiendas de mi fragilidad 
humana, Jesús me anima a res- 
ponder con confianza como Pe 
dro: ‘Senor, tú sabes todo, tú sa- 
bes que te amo’. Y me invita a 
asumir la responsabilidad que Él 
mismo me ha confiado”, afirmó 
con voz fuerte y firme Juan Pablo 
IT en la misa solemne con la que 
celebró en la Plaza de San Pedro 


del Vaticano su cuarto de siglo al 
frente de la Iglesia católica. 

En esta frase, observadores 
vaticanos vieron la “respuesta” 
del Papa a aquellos que aseguran 
que renunciará debido a sus gra 
ves problemas de salud. Juan Pa- 
blo H padece parkinson, no puede 
caminar y tienes problemas para 
hablar. 

El jueves, sin embargo. pre- 
sentaba un buen aspecto físico, 
dentro de sus limitaciones. Llegó 
a la plaza en medio de los aplau 
sos de más de 50.000 personas. 
entre ellas 149 cardenales y dece- 
nas de obispos venidos de todo el 
mundo. 

La Plaza de San Pedro pre- 


sentaba sus mejores galas y estaba 


adornada con 25.000 tulipanes y 


decenas de ramos de flores rega 
lados por floristas holandeses 

Juan Pablo TH ofició la misa 
solemne y leyó parte de la hon 
lía.

Will BART make it to San Jose?

Due to the deep decline in the 
Silicon Valley economy and the 
commensurate poor financial 
health of the Valley Transportation 
Authority (VTA), many are begin- 
ning to question to wisdom of ex- 
tending the BART line to San Jose. 

Conditions have become so 
difficult that the VTA Policy Ad- 
visory Board actually considered 
delaying the construction of three 
planned San Jose BART stations. 


The VTA is in desperate need of 


cutting costs and finding a way to 
make the delivery of BART to San 
Jose less expensive. But cutting 
three San Jose stops” 

One press report had it that 
without those three stations there 
would be a six-mile stretch in the 
line where no one could get on or 
off the train! 

What good is bringing BART 
to San Jose if no one can use it? 
Does it make sense to eliminate the 
Civic Plaza/San Jose State stop 
that could carry thousands of gov- 
ernment workers, university stu- 
dents and staff? Isn't skipping 
three of the once proposed seven 


San Jose stations a little like buy- 
ing a new 747 with half of its seats 
missing? 

The VTA is currently battling 
a $100 million “annual structural 
deficit in the operating budget.” 
Translation: “they re running out 
of money!” A recently released 
VTA report warned that if new 
sources of revenue cannot be 
found (ie new taxes), the BART 
extension to San Jose will not be 
completed until 2026! 

In a letter to the Mercury 


News, Dena Mossar, Mayor of 


Palo Alto and a VTA Board mem- 
ber, and Yoriko Kishimoto, Palo 
Alto City Councilmember, wrote 
that, “The VTA... is in a transform- 
or-die financial crisis.” 

“The VTA must present the 


public with a complete picture of 


the situation... the VTA must also 
reach out to its advisory boards and 
the public to invite the Valley’s 
best thinking on this.” 

“BART to Silicon Valley is a 
worthwhile goal, but not at a dis- 
proportionate price or at the ex- 
pense of the bulk of Silicon Val- 
ley commuters.” 


Critics argue that changes in 
the financial landscape require 
that priorities for transportation 
project funding be reevaluated. 
Would it be more effective to sim- 
ply scrap BART and fund the ex 
pansion/improvement of tradi 
tional rail lines, light rail, and bus 
service? 

The battle for pieces of the 
transit-funding pie 1s becoming in 
creasingly intense, and political 
leaders do not want to report to 
their constituencies empty handed. 
The Valley Transportation Author- 
ity is responsible for public trans- 
portation and transit services for 
all of Santa Clara County (15 cit- 
ies). Already, there is amovement 
to have the size of the VTA Board 
membership expanded to provide 
the smaller cities with a greater 
voice and increased influence. 

The battle over BART has 
only yet begun. When the inevi- 
table cuts to the BART plan are 
made, who will be in the minds of 
the VTA Board members? In the 
end will BART be designed for 
people who carry bags, or only for 
people who carry briefcases?s=

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Susan Shick to retire 
from San Jose 
Redevelopment Agency 


San Jose — San Jose Rede- 
velopment Director Susan Shick 
announced her plans to retire from 
the agency at the end of the year. 

Shick has served as executive 
director of the San Jose Redevel- 
opment Agency since November 
1999, coming here after ten years 
in a similar role in Long Beach. 

“After more than 30 years of 
public service, 1 look forward to 
retiring with my husband to pur- 
sue new adventures,” said Shick. 

“I’m proud of all that we have 
accomplished in San Jose over the 
past four years to make the rede- 
velopment agency a valued part- 
ner and an effective resource for 
our neighborhoods, residents, and 
businesses that are working to- 
gether to create a better future.” 

During Shick’s tenure as rede- 
velopment head, the agency in- 
creased its level of investment in 
neighborhoods from five percent to 
more than 30 percent of its five- 
year capital program, and it ac- 
tively involved residents and busi- 
nesses to define priorities and plan 
for changes to strengthen neighbor- 
hoods. 

In addition during this time, 
the agency has overseen the devel- 
opment of major downtown 
projects including the completion 
of new King Library, the renova- 
tion of the historic California Fox 
Theater and Jose Theater, and the 
creation of thousands of new 
homes in the downtown area. 

“We will miss Susan’s tremen- 
dous knowledge, perspective and 
skill that she brought to San Jose 
and our redevelopment agency,” 
said Mayor Ron Gonzales. 

“Despite the challenges and 
frustrations created by the pro- 
longed recession of the past three

years, she made sure the agency 
remained focused on achieving our 
highest priorities to improve long- 
term quality of life and prosperity 
for the residents and business in 
this city.” 

Gonzales and the city council 
have not yet determined their next 
steps to fill the vacancy left by 
Shick’s retirement. 

“Whenever we have departure 
of senior staff at the top level like 
Susan, we must use the opportu- 
nity to consider alternatives for the 
future of the agency and for the 
city, especially as we look at our 
continuing economic challenges. 

“Over the coming weeks, the 
city council will review how we 
will search for her successor and 
meet the needs of the agency and 
the community for continuing re- 
development leadership.” 

Governed by the San José City 
Council, the San Jose Redevelop- 
ment Agency SJRA facilitates and 
oversees comprehensive programs 
for development to revitalize the 
City’s Downtown, neighborhoods, 
and industrial areas.s> 


Protesters stage massive rally in La Paz 


La Paz, (EFE).- A massive 
demonstration led by farmers, min- 
ers, shopkeepers. students and 


teachers from various regions of 


Bolivia was held Thursday morn- 
ing in downtown La Paz to demand 
the resignation of President 
Gonzalo Sanchez de Lozada. 

During the march, which be- 
gan in the neighboring city of El 
Alto, protesters carried flags con- 
taining black bands to symbolize 
the 76 people killed in clashes with 
security forces. 

Phe demonstrators are occu- 
pying all the main streets of down- 
town La Paz, while police are 
standing guard over ministry build- 
ings and army troops are blocking 
access to Plaza Murillo, where the 
presidential palace and congres- 
sional building are located.

The ink is not yet dry on SB 
60, the new California law 
allowing undocumented workers 
to obtain driver's licenses, and 
already the State’s Republican 
Assembly is trying to repeal it. 
Unable to win in the legislature, the 
Republicans are collecting 
signatures to place a referendum on 
the ballot so voters could rescind 
the new law. 

Governor Gray Davis signed 
the bill after it was approved by the 
state legislature virtually along 
party lines with all but one De- 
mocrat voting in its favor and all 
Republicans against it. 

Republicans believe that 
granting licenses to undocumented 
workers poses security risks and 
legitimizes individuals who have 
committed a crime by entering the 
country illegally. 

Concerns about security and 
rewarding law-breakers are valid. 
However, we are more vulnerable 
when we don't know who is in our 
country and driving on our 
highways. 

State Sen. Gil Cedillo (D-Los 
Angeles), who had been trying to 
get SB 60 implemented since 1998, 
believes that people are already 
driving, but may not know the rules 
of the road or have insurance. In a 
traffic accident, they might be 
tempted to run for fear of being 


arrested and deported, rather than 
Having a license will mean in- 
creased safety for everyone. It will 
also mean that undocumented 
workers will be able to take their 
kids to school, to a doctor, or 
anywhere they need to go in a 
secure environment. In addition, 
the license will give applicants 
some dignity as human beings. 
Since they are here and working, 
people have the right to drive and 
do so legally. Many law enfor- 
cement officers believe that 
undocumented workers should be 
allowed to drive legally because 
safety would increase for all of us. 

Denying people the right to 
drive legally, while at the same time 
allowing them to work, is also 
hypocritical. It means that we value 
what they do, but nevertheless want 
to make it difficult for them. They 
must work, but how they get to the 
job site is their problem. 

With an estimated 2 million 
undocumented workers, Cali- 
fornia’s new law will affect a 
significant number of people. Yet, 
the Golden State is not alone in 
allowing undocumented workers to 
apply for driver’s licenses. Alaska, 
Connecticut, Idaho, Louisiana, 
Montana, Nevada, New Mexico, 
North Carolina, Ohio, Rhode Is- 
land, Tennessee, Utah, Washington 
and West Virginia are already doing 
it. 

Although rules vary slightly 
with each state, the basic provisions 
are similar. Instead of requiring a 
social security number and proof of 
legal residency, the Department of 
Motor Vehicles will ask for a 
taxpayer identification number and 
other documents to determine the 
identity of the applicants. In 
California, applicants will also 
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have to provide a legible 
thumbprint. In addition, they will 
have to undergo criminal back- 
ground checks and provide proof 
of having lived in California at 
least 15 months in the three years 
preceding application. However, 
they will not have to submit proof 
that their presence in the U.S. is 
authorized. 

Of course, the new law may 
dilute the value of the driver's 
license as an ID card. Its value as a 
“domestic” or sometimes inter- 
national passport will certainly 
diminish. Americans re-entering 
the U.S. from Mexico, Canada. and 
the Caribbean may no longer be 
able to use the driver’s license as 
an ID card. 

Yet, the driver's license was 
never meant to be used as an ID 
card. Its purpose is to grant the 
bearer driving privileges. My 
California driver’s license clearly 
states that it’s valid to “drive a 
motor vehicle” and is not to be used 
to establish “eligibility for em- 
ployment, voter registration, or 
public benefits.” 

Anyone driving an automobile 
in California or anywhere else 
should have to receive appropriate 
training, pass a test, and carry 
appropriate insurance regardless of 
immigration or visa status. If 
Republicans succeed in over- 
turning SB 60, it will not reduce 
the number of drivers in Cali- 
fornia's roads nor will it reduce 
immigration. It will, however, 
make us all less safe.

Editor’s Note: Too bad the word “taxes” is such 
an obscenity in California political discourse, writes 
PNS contributor Donald Brown, because governor 
elect Arnold Schwarzenegger Is going to have to say 
it sooner or later.

Dear Mr. Schwarzenegger, in the last days of 
California's recall campaign, allegations surfaced that 
besides groping, you used foul language — including 
the infamous “F” word — around women, making 
them uncomfortable. Now, to have any success pull- 
ing the state out of its financial morass, you'll need 
to utter the dreaded “T” word. 

Yes, that's t-, E, t- taxes. There, it's out. And if 
the country and California is to prosper, it should 
stay out. 

Arnold, this is not a movie set, where many dif- 
ferent kinds of choices by the director can all lead to 
box office smashes and soaring popularity. In Cali- 
fornia politics, there are no easy choices. Whatever 
you do is likely to cause great discomfort to many 
and drive down your poll ratings. 

You need taxes to get California out of its defi- 
cit. But Republicans have vilified taxes, making it 
almost impossible for you, or any politician for that 
matter, to raise taxes for the public good. 

President George W. Bush hasn't done you any 
favors here. The younger Bush learned the wrong 
lesson from his father's ex take of basing his cam- 
paign around the now-infamous phrase, “Read my 
lips: no new taxes.” An electorate primed by Ronald 
Reagan and other conservatives, who denigrated the 
idea of taxes as a potentially sound fiscal tool, 
watched Bush Sr. go back on his word and promptly 
turned him out. 

Many economists say that by raising taxes in 
the late 1980s and making investments in technol- 
ogy, the elder Bush set the table for the economic 
recovery of the 1990s. That's the problem with poli- 
tics, Arnold. Decisions may turn you out of office, 
even if they turn out to be the best for California in 
the long term. 

George W. made tax reduction the foundation 
of his administration, squandering the huge budget 
surplus bequeathed him by President Clinton. In re- 
ality, the only obscene referent for the T-word is 
Bush's huge tax cuts for the rich. 

Republicans have long punished Democrats with 
the label, “tax and spend liberals.” But it's far worse 
for conservatives to spend exorbitantly without gen- 
erating the revenue to pay the bills. Yet that is pre-

Arnold. consider that deficits may be far more 
damaging to the country than raising taxes. The United 
States is burdened by a huge deficit, $455 billion this 
year, and it is growing with the unforeseen billions 
needed to rebuild Iraq. Foreign borrowing has been 
financing the debt. and up to now the United States 
has been paying low interest rates. Mounting deficits 
could now drive up interest rates and inflation, spell- 
mg economic disaster. 

With the economic boom turned to bust, and with 
little federal money available to states, your ousted 
opponent, Gov. Gray Davis, along with governors of 
other states, made considerable budget cuts. It was 
fiendishly difficult, since the state is educating a huge 
number of children of immigrants and attempting to 
provide health insurance for children. Add to this the 
mandated spending constraints such as Proposition 
98. which requires the state to spend 40 percent of 
general funds on education, K-12. 

In your campaign. you indicated you would main- 
tain spending for education and assess no new taxes 
as you look for ways to trim the budget even further. 
Somehow that doesn't sound like a winning formula. 

Let's take Indian gaming money first. In your ads, 
you failed to mention that Indian gaming interests 
were already contributing $130 million a year to the 
state coffers under an agreement with Davis. Even if 
you successfully renegotiate the agreements with the 
Indians — and after the beating they took in your ads, 
will they treat you as an ally? — it will not suffice. 
Remember that the deficit totals $38.2 billion. 

As for cutting the rest of the budget, your audit 
may find possibilities here and there, but you're up 
against the special interests, mandated constraints and 
pleas from citizens to maintain essential services for 
children, the mentally ill, the elderly and the disabled. 
You might be able to cut the salaries of state employ- 
ees, but that would only yield a few million in sav- 
ings. 

Since you are not beholden to the prison workers 
union, you could make a good start by turning out 
prisoners incarcerated for nonviolent crimes, mainly 
drug offenses. But cuts in prison expenditures don't 
hold great promise, because to deal with the conse- 
quences of the “Three Strikes” sentencing law, the 
state must soon build 15 new prisons. 

There's only one way out of this mess. But take 
comfort, Arnold, in the fact that 40 percent of the ad- 
justed gross income in the state is earned by the top 5 
percent of taxpayers. They should be happy to help 
you out — for the good of everyone.<>
